cabinet, although he has frequently ex- 
pressed his unwillingness to take over 
the. premiership.

al^so rumored that Prince Urusoff has 
been summoned to an audience of the 
emperor. 


[ The present ministry, in the mean- 


while, is going ahead with its agrarian 
program, which it hopes to submit to 
tfie lower house within a fortnight and' 
contrary to expectation to provide for 
the distribution of millions of acres 
of crown lands in European Russia. 
All this seems to be labor lost, as in 
the present' temper 
of parliament, 


which has taken the bit in its teeth, 
no proposition from the government, 
however liberal, as was shown by its 
reception cf the speech of the minister 
of justice, is apt to receive the slightest 
consideration. 
, The government's policy is-founded 
on the expectation that enough land 
can be obtained by the 
division of 


the crown lands, the clearing of a por- 
tion of the imperial forests and the 
voluntary sale of private estates to 
meet the land hunger of the peasants 
without the -necessity of forced ex- 
propriation. Outlining these plans the 
minister of agriculture said that the 
government already had at its disposal 
25;000,000 acres, composed of 10,000,- 
000 acres of crown public lands situ- 
ated largely in the Volga region. 6,200.- 
000 acres of clearable forests and 8.- 
750.000 acres of private estates, the 
owners of which have announced thrir 
readiness to sell. 
Without 
doubt 


thousands of other land owners will be 
only too" anxious to dispose of their 
holdings at reasonable prices. There 
lands will be sold to peasants on time 
through the peasants" bank, the pay- 
ments not commencing for some time. 
The program, in addition to coloniza- 
tion of Siberia and Central Asia, con- 
templatrs the improvement of the agri- 
cuUiira? 
methods of the peasantry,

Strenuous Experiences In the

San Francisco Calamity. 


JLUOKY HUSTLING OP AN EDITOB 


Bow H* Worked Hard Trying 
to 


Cet Out am Extra— Tlte Chronicle 
Tried to Work It. Own J'luut While 
Earthquake K*ut on i)uakiiiK, but 
Wa« Stopped by Sire—Spirit of the 
fcopl* Remarkable. 


A letter from Ernest S. Simpson, city 


editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
to a friend in New York tells one part 
ot an episode which should be histo- 
rical In American journalism— the un- 
successful fight of the newspaper men 
to get out extras on the first morning 
of the earthquake disaster in San Fran- 
cisco and the successful effort to keep 
.the papers running without a break, 
says the New York Sun. It says in 
pact: 


' "An hour ago in a candy store I met 


one of the saloon keeping D.'s. 
He 


was dusty and haggard, but cheerful. 
He hasn't a saloon left out of his large 
aud profitable flock. 
" 'Gimme a pineapple ice cream so- 


dfc,' said the once haughty D. of the 
Tenderloin to a boy who was even 
dirtier than be— or myself. 


" 'It's a h— of a leveler, ain't It?' he 


•aid to me. 'Nearly starved for four 
days while I was rustling grub and 
cooking It for a family of six to twelve. 
Then a Chink that worked for me 
showed up. He wanted to get out of 
town to see his brother somewhere. 


" ' "Brother be d - d!" says I. "You 


cook!" says I, "and I grabs his bat and 
skins the coat off of him and hides 'em 
so he can't slope, and we're eating the 
real .chow again." ' Not a word about 
the calamity which must have beg- 
gared him. 


"If you whimper now you do it In a 


whisper. 
You'd be proud of what's 


left of your dear old San Francisco, 
Cal. 
She's crippled, thirsty, hungry 


and broke. She has a few whole 
churches, only half of her school- 
houses, not one French restaurant, not 
a theater. She is full of people with- 
out homes. Jobs or clothes. She is the 
-worst bunged up town that ever was. 
Bnt the spirit of her is something to 
bring tears of pride to any American's 
•yes that was not crushed by the quake 
nor scorched by the fire. She is as 
game as Bat Nelson, Britt, McGovern, 


. Hanlon and all the rest of the light- 


weight division put together. You can't 
beat a town that does not know when 
•be is licked. . 


"It is one of the things that I am 


proud ortthat the newspaper gang had 
to few 'run outs.' I dog trotted to the 
office, arriving there about 6 a. m. 
.The managing editor was there, my 
brother and a few others. Men from 
all departments came in steadily, and 
I began hustling for an extra. The old 
building was not seriously hurt, and 
one 'elevator was In commission, and 
.we -'got a few typos upstairs. (The 
typesetting room was on the top floor.) 
I -established the city desk in the busi- 
ness office and soon bad a bunch of 
copy going up, while my brother was 
holding the men upstairs. 
At 8:15 


b'clock we got another jolt— about No. 
4, I guess— and no more upstairs for 
printers or stereotypers. The fire was 
coming at us from the east and south 
strong. We went upstairs to 'see what 
.we could do with the machinery. Then 
fWC found that we were without water 
or power, and It was agreed to try to 
publish a one-for-all paper somehow 
end somewhere Thursday morning. As 
an emergency last chance, an Exam- 
' taer bunch was sent over to the Oak- 


land Tribune to get out a Chronicle- 


" Call-Examiner, lots being drawn by 


Mlchelson, McNaught and me in the 


" Bulletin office for order of precedence 


In title. (The Bulletin is an evening 
paper, the Chronicle, Call and Exam- 
' Iner morning papers.) 


• "The rest of the day was one hot 


' weariness. "We tried until 7 p. m. to 


get power on in the Bulletin office. 


1 1lien the war lords quit— those who bad 


not given it up earlier— and scattered 


. to the four winds. I had watched the 


Call and Examiner burn earlier in the 
afternoon. When the game was up for 
a San Francisco paper I plodded along 
the edge of the fire and out Market 
street, home, too weary to climb the 
office stairs if that had been possible. 
At 11 p. m. I reached home. We tried 
to sleep in our front doorway, but it 
was no go. We could bear the fire east 
and north of us. and it was so light 
that you could read easily Indoors and 
out. The noise of falling walls and 
roniiees was like a string of fire- 
crackers. and every few minutes the 
dynamiters would punctuate it with 
an earth shaking explosion. 
,"My people were packed and pro- 
visioned and ready to move. I stayed 


- with them until noon and then sent 


•French to make a deal with Ihe Oak- 
land Herald, and pot Clarke, my sec- 
•ond assistant in charge locally. 
I 


.butted into tfee committee of fifty, was 
.made a member of the press commit- 
tee, got a special policeman's star. 
xoandeered automobiles until I 
goad one— witb a reswlar fi^nd of a 
driver— picked up staff and report t-r? 
and got to Oakland about 30 p. m. I 
took my bunch lo the Oakland HcraM. 
There I found Fremh and my brother 
Lornne. We managed l»y 5 a. m. to 
pull out 7,000 copie* of a combined Call 
and Chronicle, differing in title and 


belli); an good BH wheut In that crisis. 
1 helped load tin-in on :i one home, 
rickety exprew wagon and sat on thi-in 
for a four mile crawl through the 
dawn to the estuary, where I had a 
man holding a Jajlmwk launch with 
promises of money aud threats of 
Bbootlug. 
We piked In through the 


wreckage of the wharfs at 7 a. m., 
found tbat good automobile waiting 
and tore through whut was left'of the 
town, giving away papers from Noe 
Valley to the 1'residlo. 
The people 


were'cimy for them. Out In the park, 
crowded with refugees, a big chap got 
on our front board and refused to get 
off. 
If we had stopped anywhere we 


would have been stripped of our pa- 
pers. 
I leaned across Jimmy Hopper 


In the touueau and soaked Mr. Husky. 
We were running some, uud he spun 
like a top when he hit the macadam. 


"At 9 a. m. 1 went up to Mr. De 


Young, the proprietor of the Chronicle 
—this was Friday. He hud saved his 
house after au all night struggle. He 
had got his people out to San Rafael. 
He had plenty of food, no water, 
plenty of automobiles and no gasoline. 
1 got out and grabbed a can of oil, with 
.•in order for more, and took Mr. De 
Young to Oakland. We had a dickens 
of a time getting there, making a deal 
with the Herald, arranging 1'or white 
paper supply and getting back to San 
Francisco. We walked from the ferry 
to 1910 California—Mr. De Young, 
Wbiteornb. Fred Bennett and I—carry- 
ing eggs, bread, butter and meat that 
we had bought at a restaurant near 
Emeryville. We all dined together at 
tbe De Young house. It was the first 
time I had eaten in thirty-six hours. 
Then I took my share of the grub—a 
ten pound chunk of raw beef^-biked 
over to the general committee's night 
meeting on Fillmore street and at mid- 
night plugged it home, being stopped 
by a" militiaman with a gun every few 
blocks. I had had three hours of sleep 
In eighty-four and had walked so much 
that when, the next day, 1 pulled my 
clothes off my socks were stuck to my 
feet with blood. 


"Since Saturday, April 21, we have 


been bucking the both-sides-of-the-bay 
game.

OUSTER CASES. 


Grand Jury at Bucyrus Reports as to 


Their Settlement. 


Bucyrus, 0., May 29. — The report ot 


the grand jury, which was ordered 
by Judge J. C. Tobias, to look into 
the 
settlement oi' the ouster cases 


against the Ohio Central railway, has 
been raade. The case was brought in 
1901 on instructions secured by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Charles Gallinger 
from the county commissioners, on the 
ground thattthe railway company was 
violating the anti-trust law by com- 
bining with a. parallel line. 
At the 


same time suits were brought in Hock- 
ing county against the Hocking Valley 
Railway company and in Perry county 
against the Sunday Creek Coal com- 
pany. 


The report of the jury says that 


while- the cause of action was good 
there was another motive back of the 
suits and that none of the objects of 
the suit could be attained; that Frank 
S. Monnett, former attorney general 
of Ohio, was the 
instigator 
of 
the 


suits and the chief counsel; that he 
suggested a settlement of the cases and 
that the journal entry made at the 
time of the settlement was never sub- 
mitted to or approved by the court; 
that the attorneys in the case received 
?2,000 for their services, which' the 
jury finds no authority for under the 
statutes or decisions of court. It avers 
that all the cases were settled at the 
same time and that F. S. Monnett re- 
ceived as his portion of the fees $1,- 
824.33. Finlay and Gallinger and Pugh 
and Pugh also were compensated, each 
firm receiving a like amount. The 
jury also found that two personal dam- 
age cases against the Ohio Central 
and brought by these attorneys, were 
settled at the same time. 


The testimony was finished Monday 


afternoon by Judge Norrls, who was 
the presiding judge at the time of the 
settlement. Frank S. Monnett was 
wanted for further examination, but 
could not be located. 


Six Hundred Saloons Close. 


Cleveland, O., May 29.—According 


to computations made by the agents of 
the brewing companies about 20 per 
cent of the saloons in Cleveland closed 
their doors, through inability to pay 
the $1,000 tax provided under the re- 
cently enacted Aiken law. When the 
time for the second semi-annual in- 
stallment of the tax comes around it 
is believed that an additional 20 per 
cent of the saloons -will be compelled 
to stop doing ^business. Fully 600 sa- 
loons closed, "most of them being in 
the outlying districts of the city.

Coa! Operators and Mine Workers 


Reach an Agreement 


TO RESTORE SCALE OF 1903 


Miners Agree to Pay the Wages of 


Shotfirers and to Ask for Repeal of 
the Law—Break in Strike in Pan- 
handle District—Ohio Miners Will 
Meet. 


Chicago, May 29.—Coal 
operators 


in Illinois have decided to yield to the 
demands of the miners for the scale 
of 1903. The question of a settlement 
is declared to be a matter of detail 
and by the beginning of next week 
mining will be resumed 
in 
Illinois 


with union men. 
IB return for the 


restoration of the 1903 scale of wages 
the Illinois miners have agreed to pay 
the wages of shot firers and to ask for 
the repeal of the law by the next legis- 
lature. They have agreed also to in- 
demnify the operators for the loss sus- 
tained through the action of pit com- 
mittees in calling unauthorized strikes. 


This latter grievance was one of the 


most serious objections the operators 
had against the union. Under the new 
agreement the union will he respons- 
ible for the conduct of the miners and 
guarantees that no such strikes will be 
permitted in the future. 


. At a conference here between rep- 


resentatives of the Ohio and Illinois 
operators the latter asked to be re- 
leased t from their agreement not to 
settle with the miners until a settle- 
ment should be reached also in Ohio 
and Indiana. The request was granted, 
leaving the Illinois operators free to 
settle with the union miners. 
The 


scale committee of the operators and 
miners will meet in Springfield and 
submit a report to the joint convention 
Wednesday which will, it is believed, 
end fhe lang suspension. 


Break in Miners' Strike. 


Steubenville, O., May 29.—The first 


break in the miners' strike in the Pan- 
handle district occurred when several 
of the miners of the Hinchman Coal 
company at Benwood, members of the 
United Mine 
Workers, 
entered the 


mine and resumed work. The failure 
of the United Mine Workers to con- 
tinue the payment of strike benefits is 
the cause of.the defection, which it 
is thought, will spread and especially 
among the foreign workers. It is re-

It was caused by the break- 
ing of the large dam in Pole Creelv 
canyon, three miles above the sheep 
shearing corrall of the Golconda Cattle 
company. Five men were drowned and 
several are badly injured. When the 
dam broke an 
immense volume of 


water poised down the canyon, carry- 
ing everything before it. When 
it 


struck the sheep shearing corrall there 
were a number of men at work and all 
of these were carried away with the 
flood. Not a building or fence of the 
Gonconda Cattle company was 
left 


standing. The track of the Southern 
Pacific railway was undermined a mile 
west of the town and all trains are 
from eight to 12 hours late.

Important Decisions Handed Down 
by the Supreme Court. 


Washington, May 29.—Meat uackers 


who are opposing the proposed incut 
inspection^law, which was put into the 
agricultural appropriation bill in the 
form of an amendment by Senator 
Beveridge, have thus far failed to make 
any impression upon the president, 
who insists that the measure shall be 
put into effect. 
The packers are beg- 


ging for time to consider it, and aie 
haggling over the question whether 
they or the government shall pay the 
expense of the proposed inspection, 
which is estimated at about $l,.'iOO,UOO 
» year. 
Meanwhile Charles P. Mc- 


Neill, commissioner 
of labor, and 


James B. Reynolds of Xew York, who 
made the investigation which revealed 
startling conditions in the big meat 
packing plants, are hurriedly putting 
the report of their investigation into 
definite form for the president. 


The senate sent the rate bill to 


conference, heard a defense by Sen- 
ator Kittredge of a sea level canal and 
three Democratic speeches on the reso- 
lution relating to purchase of canal 
supplies in foreign markets and de- 
voted the remainder of the time to the 
postoffice appropriation bill. 
Xo ob- 


jection was made to the appointment 
of the ranking members of the inter- 
state commerce committee as con- 
ferees on the rate hill and they were 
not instructed in any manner. They 
are Senators Elkins, Cullom and Till-' 
man. 


Chairman Elkins called a meeting of 


the rate conferees and they assembled 
in Senator Elkins' room. The meet- 
ing was preliminary, though there was 
some discussion of the bill. The house 
conferees were asked to present any 
objections they had to the "wisdom of 
the senate" in amending the house 
bill. ''We commend you," said one of 
the senators, " as a piece of our monu- 
mental folly, the anti-pass amendment, 
but you may do as you will with it." 


The compulsory educational bill for 


the district occupied the attention of 
the house, the bill being finally passed. 


State and Freight Regulation. 


- Wshlngtoa, May 29.—The supreme 
court of the United States has de- 
cided the case of the North Carolina 
railroad commission vs. the Southern 
Railway company, in favor of the rail- 
way company. The case involved the 
right of a state to compel a railroad 
company to place its cars on tracks 
designated by the state authorities for 
the benefit of individual shippers. The 
railroad company attacked the law as 
unconstitutional on the ground that it 
involves an interference with the inter- 
state commerce, and the circuit court 
sustained this position. That decision 
was affirmed by the supreme court. 
In his opinion Justice While said that 
state railroad commissioners have 
authority to reasonably regulate the 
delivery of freight within the state, 
but not to the extent of imposing a 
burden on commerce 
between the 


states, as was the case in this instance.
